Mr. Matthews, who is an English- 
man, arrived by airplane from Lon- 
don in France today, angered because 
of the skeptical manner in which the 
London government has treated his 
claims. 

Two special representatives of Great 
Britain’s war office, hot.on his trail, 
reached Paris late this afternoon. 
‘Meanwhile M. Royer, French scientist 
seeking to secure the ray for France, 
came on the 9:40 train from Lyons. 

Matthews Changes Tactics. 

Mr. Matthews kept his whereabouts 
and movements secret, in contrast 
with his former open and free attitude 
towards the press or any one else 
about his alleged death ray. Avoiding 
every one trying to see him, Mr. Mat- 
thews spent’ the afternoon closeted 
with lawyers. 

It is reported that a French com- 
pany, Chantier du Rhone. with govern- 
ment backing, has offered Mr. Mat- 
thews a 75 per cent partnership in a 
French corporation which is to be cap- 
italized at 3,000,000 francs (about $165.,- 
000). M. Royer rushed to Paris to close 
this deal. 

Why He Left London. 
[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 
LONDON, May 27.—A dramatic 

struggle for the possession of Grindell 
Matthews’ death ray is now going on 
between England and France, with 
France at the moment in the lead. 

Late last night Mr. Matthews turned 
down the British offer, which was that 
if the ray was successful the British 
would pay a retainer of £1,000 ($4,400) 
and they would require fourteen days 
to decide whether they would go fur- 
ther.

Strawberry Shortcake. 


There is no denying the clamor for 
strawberry shortcake. “Short” is the 
word, a short cake, not a sweet one, 


nor did the old cooks finish it with 
whipped ‘cream. Indeed, some of the 
jold experta would rise in their graves 
if they knew about the messy things 
covered with cream flavored with a 
whipping mixture yielding a flavor like 
slippery elm: They buttered the foun- 
dations. 

My idea of a perfect foundation for 
a strawberry shortcake is one made by 
buttering lightly a patted out cake of 
unkneaded yeast bread, baking it 
quickly, splitting it with a heated 
knife, filling it with sweetened straw- 
berries, cold as cold—not tepid things. 
‘But not everybody can miake a tender 
and at the same time crisp yeast roll, 
or cake, so perhaps they should make 
the baking powder foundation as fol- 
lows: 

Two cups of flour, three teaspoons

Grease’the ting with what shortening 
remains on the one after the melted 
butter or other fat has been poured 
into the batter, pour half of the batter 
into one tin and half in the other, pat 
them over with a large spoon wet in 
cold water to get a smooth top, bake 
so as to get a delicious bottom crust, 
split with hot knife, butter, fill. Serve 
cream separately if at all

Italian Countess Here; 


Talks of Art and Fords 


and a New Democracy

Countess Irene di Robflant, daughter 
of Gen. di Robilant, commander of the 
4th army during the war and Itatian 
military gelegate at the conference of 
Versailles, arrived tn Chicago yester- 
day for a ten days’ visit as the guest 
of the Italy-America society. Her 
fathor’s daughter, with traditions of an 
ancient aristocracy—yes; but also very 
much herself, with ideals of a new 


democracy. 

As national manager of the Italy- 
America society, “* better international 
understanding ” is her mission.
